So, for 
the sum of about $800 for the three 
years, he perlormed the duties of three 
departments, which in the aggregate to- 
day has cost the city within the last 
three years about $800,000. 

It is true, the city is ten times larger 
today than it was then, and at that time 
| living was much cheaper. For instance, 
| good frying-size chickens could be read- 
ily bought at 50 cents per dozen, eggs at 
5 cents per dozen and yam (potatoes at 
15 cents per bushel. Good board could 
be had at from $2 to $3 per week, but 
suffice it to say, although it was good 
substantial fare it wasn't such as we 
get at the Kimball or the Piedmont to- 
day.

¥rail structure over by main strength, 
and walk back to Murrell’s Row without 
molestation. 

Once, when a general row had packed 
the calaboose with ‘‘rowdies,’’ the com- 
rades of the prisoners visited the jail at 
night and lifted it off its foundation, 
holding it suspended while the 
crawled from under. It was found neces- 
sary to build a larger and safer jail, 
which was done on Broad street, then 
known as Market street, near the rail- 
road embankment, there being no bridge 
in those days. Incarceration was never 
for a long’ period, and fines were rarely 
paid. When the jail became too full to 
admit a fresh batch of offenders, those 
who had been in the longest were taken 
out, and given a good strapping on the 
bare back, after which they were allowed 
to go free. 

The only thing connected with this slab 
calaboose that rendered efficient service 
was the big Old oak lock some 6x8 inches, 
at least an inch and one-half thick, that 
was fastened to the plain pine plank door. 
This was kept in place by a huge cum- 
bersome brass keys weighing at least 4 1-4 
ounces, It mattered not how often these 
bad byos turned the calaboose “‘heels 
over ‘head,’ the door never gave Way, 
never became unlocked. W, F. Lester 
holds this key today as a sacred memen- 
to of the period when there were ‘‘Hot 
times in the old town tonight, boys.’’

Elite Lived on Alabama. 

The older portion of Atlanta was on 
the north side of Decatur street up to 
Ivy.

The leading boarding house, where 
all the fashionables did most generally 
resort, was kept by this same Mr. Lester, 
who was first marshal. 

Today there wre still living at least 
two gentlemen, who were at that ‘ime 
mere boys, yet they remember full well 
Atlanta as it was 50 years ago, nd 
most cheerfully bear testimony to fhe 
bravery and splendid management of 
German B. Lester. 

Lester’s First Real Chance. 

We are indebted to an old pioneer for 
the following statement, which shows so 
plainly the status of affairs at that 
time. . He says:

“The declaration of the premier heard 
today by parliament, contains the de- 
cisive declaration that the government in 
no wise wishes to meet the demands of 
the people and the execution of a land 
of liberty and civil rights, enumerated 
in the address of the house in reply to 
the speech from the throne, without the 
fulfillment of which pacification of the 
country and successful work by the 
house is impossible. By its refusal to 
satisfy the popular demands, the gov- 
ernment clearly shows its disregard of 
the real interests of the people and its 
plain unwillingness to relieve from the 
shadow of new disasters @ country which 
is harassed by poverty, lawlessness and 
the continued unpunished arbitrariness of 
the authorities. 

“The lower house of parliament considers 
that it is its plain duty to proclaim to 
the country its complete distrust of an 
irresponsible ministry. It regards as a 
most necessary condition to the pacifica- 
tion of the country and fruitful work by 
parliament, the immediate resignation of 
the present cabinet and its replacement 
‘by a ministry possessing its confidence. 
‘Parliament, therefore, votes to proceed 
with the regular order of the day.’
